Wou ld Lower Bu ck s Cou nty benefit by a single, 
consolidated p olice force? 


Lower Bu ck s officials may b 
3 p ondering this 


q u estion shortly if the state’s district attorney s act 
on a req u est they ’ll get at their annu al meeting 
nex t month. Daniel W. Shoemak er, district attor­ 
ney of York Cou nty , say s he’ll ask the D.A.’s to 
endorse a resolu tion that cou ld bring consolidated 
p olice forces one step closer. 


The resolu tion wou ld call on the state legisla­ 
tu re to p ass p erm issiv e legislation allowing cou n­ 
ties to establish p olice au thorities to adm inister 
consolidated forces. 
Fro m 1 To 40 
At p resent each Lower Bu ck s mu nicip ality has 
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its own p olice force, ranging in size from a one-man 
force su ch as Hu lmev ille to the 40-man force of 
Bristol Township . 


Consolidation is no easy m atter. Political sensi­ 
bilities wou ld hav e to be ov ercome, as well as the 
p ride each m u nicip ality tak es in its own identity . 


Hu ndreds of q u estions wou ld hav e to be an­ 
swered: how' wTou ld the new force op erate? How 
wou ld it be adm inistered? What wou ld hap p en to 
the m any p olice chiefs? What abou t seniority ? And 
so on. 


Central Qu estions 


And of cou rse, the central q u estions: does con­ 
solidation necessarily m ean a more efficient p o­ 
lice force? Are there step s short of consolidation 
which might be tak en to imp rov e p olice p rotec­ 
tion? 


Add to these all the legal ramifications, and 
it's ev ident that it’s a long way from a resolu tion o f 
district attorney s to a G reater Lower Bu ck s Cou n­ 
ty Police D ep artm ent. 


Bu t D. A. Shoemak er, while not singling ou t 
Bu ck s Cou nty , said he think s m any weak nesses 
wou ld be ov ercome by consolidating the dozens of 
forces in each cou nty to two or three.

“ T h e y 
wou ld lose their identity bu t 
they wou ld still hav e a chance 
for adv ancem ent.” He said he 
took a su rv ey of the sev en last 
y ear, and all bu t one fav ored 
his p lan. The lone dissenter has 
since resigned, he said, and his 
su ccessor is p ro-consolidation.

The best m ethod for adm inis 
trating 
a 
consolidated 
force, 
Shoem ak er believ es, is throu gh 
a p olice au thority . 


“ U nder p resent state law ,” 
Shoem ak er said, “ there are no 
sp ecific statu tes 
for 
creating 
p olice forces. I t’s u p to indi­ 
v idu al m u nicip alities. W hat we 
need is an au thority , sim ilar to 
other au thorities regu lated by 
law .” 


Basis Of Po pulatio n 


According 
to 
Shoem ak er’s 
p lan, the consolidating m u nici­ 
p alities wou ld form an au thor­ 
ity with its m em bers, all u nsal­ 
aried, elected on the basis of 
p op u lation. 


In his own are a Shoem ak er 
wou ld lik e to see su ch an au th­ 
ority , (of abou t 25 m em bers), 
adm inister a single p olice force 
com p osed of the City of York 
and six su rrou nding township s 
and borou ghs. York , with a p op ­ 
u lation of abou t 50,000, wou ld 
hav e the largest rep resentation 
on the au thority . The other six 
m u nicip alities, with a com bined 
p op u lation of 100,000, wou ld be 
rep resented accordingly . 


Shoem ak er believ es the op ­ 
p onents of consolidation a re few 
“ bu t, u nfortu nately , they ’re the 
ones who cou nt; the tow nship 
com m issioners or borou gh cou n-

The FB I said 
that

changed

Thu rsday , since their au dits a r# 
u su ally m ade on M onday . 


The 
agents 
said 
D riber’s 
schem e was based on M onday 
au ditings and the brok en p a t­ 
tern resu lted in the discov ery 
of the false entries. Tiiey said 
the Lev ittown m an, who is m a r­ 
ried and has one child, alleged­ 
ly em bezzled the fu nds to p ay 
off “ gam bling debts and 
for 
liv ing ex p enses.” 


D riber, arrested at the bank , 
was released on a $1,000 bond 
p ending fu rther cou rt action af­ 
ter his arraignm ent before U.S. 
Com m issioner Jam es A. W ald­ 
ron. 


The 
charges of 
em bezzling 
and falsify ing entries are both 
felonies. The m ax im u m p enalty 
for each, according to the FBI, 
is fiv e y ears in jail or a $5,000 
fine or both.
